1 . The following is an examinees statement of reasons for allowance: claims 6-11 

and 17-22 are allowable over the prior art of record for the reasons as stated in the 
Applicant's arguments filed on December 26, 2006 pages 3-4. 

None of the prior art of record teaches or fairly suggests that a method for 
controlling transmission power of downlink signal from a primary base station steps 
receiving the base station selection signal from the mobile station, determining a 
transmission power update timing so that the downlink signal received at the mobile 
station changes in transmission power at a predetermined timing synchronized with that 
of other base stations, and when reaching the transmission power update timing, setting 
the transmission level of the downlink signal to a selected one of a normally controlled 
level and a minimum level depending on the base station selection signal, and together 
with combination of other claimed elements as set forth in the independent claims 6 and 
17.
